In the spring of my sophomore year, my weapon squad 
(women's epee) came in 8th at the Midwest Fencing Conference 
Championships (which includes both club and D1 through D3 
varsity teams around the midwest). I had only joined the team 
a few months ago and it was the first time that Denison fencing 
had a full women's team, so it was really exciting that we broke 
into the top 8 of the conference. This past year, we came in 6th 
and were one point away from making the top 4, and I think the 

team will continue to do even better. 

Covid-19 & remote learning 

I got pretty lucky overall with the COVID situation. I was only 
taking three classes this past semester, none of which had 
labs, and my fencing season officially ended the Saturday 
before Denison shut down. One of my classes continued to 
do regular live sessions, another switched to Slack with a few 
Google meetings, and the third moved entirely to Notebowl 
discussion boards. I think my professors did a really good job 
of finding ways to teach remotely in an effective way. I was 
also working as a TA for a CS/DA class, and switching to remote 
TAing was pretty difficult. We used Slack to let students send 
questions to the professors and TAs, but it felt very impersonal 
and we definitely got fewer questions than we had at in-person 

sessions before everything shut down. 

The fencing team and the Math and CS department always 
have end-of-year celebrations in the spring, where we give out 
awards and recognize the graduating seniors. It was pretty sad 
to not be able to attend those parties as a senior. My coach set 
up a Google meeting to take the place of the fencing party, and 
he continued to organize team video chats through the end of 
the semester. The CS department also held a virtual celebration 
on Zoom and gave students some time to talk to professors in 
small groups, which was especially nice as a senior.

Covid-19 & remote learning 

The biggest change with classes moving to online learning was in all my 
ensembles.

Each of us would record our parts and upload to Bandlab, which 
Adam would then mix together. In that way, we still have a finished product of 
the music we would have performed at our final concert.

Overall, while I still would have preferred in person classes, I think the switch to 
online lectures went pretty smooth for me.
